admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of 
the inventions anticipated by the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.

In 
the instant case the different inventions the different functions comprising a wire insert 
for reinforcement and creating a molded fabric. 

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different effects comprising the creation a 
laminated fabric and the creation of a molded fabric. 

12. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

1 3. A telephone call was made to Barry Rein on 8/8/03 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
